Mile de Miribel Analyses 
French Debacle in Talk 

Confusion, Disunity and Espionage Blamed 
for Defeat — Speaker Seeks to Aid 
De Gaulle's Cause

Toronto. (C.U.P.)— Ever since 
Prc.viûcnt Cody pledged support to 
the Dominion Government, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto has been muster- 
ing all its forces to aid in Canada's 
w.sr effort. 

Brain power and man power are 
being mobilized in aid of the coun- 
bad try. On one hand research is being 
conducted; on the other, young men 
and women of the university, are 
being trained ' for future service. 

Every week some four thousand 
students of the University of Tor- 
onto participate in military drill. 
The .Auxiliary Battalion includes 
1.439 trainees; over 850 in the eigh- 
teen-to-twenty age group are being 
given elementary military drill in- 
stead of P.T.! the CO.T.C. includes 
1,500 graduates and undergrads; 200 
co-eds train regularly as a unit ol 
the Women's Voluntary Service 
Training Detachment. 

1,500 male undergraduates as- 
sembled on one of the campi for the 
organization parade of the Auxili- 
ary Battalion, were divided into 
platoons, and given instruction as 
to their hours of drill. Since that 
time the equivalent of five days' 
camp training has been put m. 

Two weeks later both battalions 
massed in the largest student force 
ever seen cn the ca.Tjpus and Jeft on 
their first route march. After 
marching five miles through the 
city, the mile-long column lead by 
the sixty-piece CO.T.C. Band re- 
tiuTied to the university where it 
was reviewed by Brigadier Erie 
Haldenby. one-time member of the 
University of Toronto CO.T.C,, and 
now in charge of Canada's Atlantic 
coast defences. 

President Cody announced the au- 
thorization of the formation of an 
organization lor undergraduate

Speaking on the fall of France, 
Mile (le Miribel. former Sivrctary 
to Gen, de Gaulle who yesterday 
afternoon addrp.sscd n meeting of 
the Women's Union in the R.V.C. 
Cornmon Room, said that tlto dis- 
integration of the French war ef- 
fort was the result of hopeless 
confusion and disunily of the 
country which was fed by an in- 
Irio.Tle onciiiy o.>ipiiMi;i>;e .'=y,";tem. 
According to .soldiers wliont Mile 
de Miribel interviewed after the 
Dunkcrquc evacuation, the war 
was planned by German agents 
to bring about civil armed con- 
flict. The Fifth Column within 
Franc was iii.sidioiis .ind deeply 
rooted, even extending to import- 
ant nicinber.'^ of lite govenimcnt. 
The French people were prepar- 
ed to defend their homeland to 
the fini.sh but national panic pre- 
cluded any hope of co-ordinating 
hoiiic defence.";. Mar.'îhal Petain's 
capitulation upon taking over the 
premiership of France was. Mile 
de Miribel believes, a sincere ef- 
fort to serve his country in what 
appeared to him to be the best 
way. 



General de Gaulle, who hn.s 
emerged as leader of Inyal 
French opposition to Germany, 
was prepared lo continue the war 
from North Africa. In this pro- 
posal lie was seconded by Pre- 
mier Rcynnud. Pla ns were cnm- 
plclcd lo carry out the venture 
when the noyn.iud govornmrnt 
rcsifine<i and were .-iiicceedcd by 
the present Viehy govcmment. 
Since the capitulation, General 
do Gaulle has been striving lo 
continue the fight, co-operating 
with the Briti.sh war effort." 

Mllp do Miribel is in Canada 
to furllicr tlio work of General 
de Gaulle by rallying French 
nationals in Canada lo his .sup- 
port. The ideal of a Free France 
has supporters in the United 
Slates who have organized under 
nationwide France Forever move- 
ment. Mile dc Miribel .said that 
while there is .it present no com- 
parable movement in Canada, 
the idea is gaining momentum. 

Mile de Miribel was introduced 
to the assembly by Margery 
Gaunt, President of the Women's 
Union.

In llie course 
of Ins f/Kf-cii 111 v/hic)i lie reiue- 
senttd the ijophist conception of 
society, Mr. Wallis said, "All prac- 
tices which are based upon the cus- 
toms prevalent in any society, on 
the civil lav/ as .vijcli, and on tlie 
opinion!! ni the jjeople without Ihf.-ii 
having been critically analysed in- 
to a sytltm of society, co-oiHirat- 
Ing for tlie goi;d of the whole, ex- 
pressing abiulutc moral principle;, 
represents Sophism."

The Daily has been criticized for being 
a notice board. It has been criticized for 
not being a notice board. Contradinon- 
criticisms have also been made concerning 
the quantity and quality of joke?, the use 
and abuse oi editorial comment, quola- 
lions and misquotations — in fact, concern- 
ing everj-ihing the Daily usually prints 
'ind toccasionally misprints. 

However the notice board aspect is the 
most debatable of all these. 

The Daily publishes news of interest 
to the students — and of necessity this 
news is mainly about campus clubs and 
Booieties. Many of the clubs and societies 
have no idea of the best way xo get pub- 
hcity in the Daily for fheir meetinc?. and 
consequently liiry are often surprised at 
the story which an ingenious reporter lias 
fabricated around "time, place, subject" 
which tiie secretary of the club phoned in 
io the Daily or scribbled on a piece of 
looseleaf paper. 

Phone calif are an unreliable way to 
get accurate news into a paper — particu- 
larly if tiit phone chVi u made around 
deadline-iime (9:30 p.m. or 12.1.5 a.m.). 
The message will probably be taken by a 
harassed night-editor — and i'm noi.'^e in 
the Daily office includes ince.'-.'-ani pound- 
ing on 7 typewriters. 

Information on paper should be legible 
— and full. This fulne.^.= does not include 
remarks of the "and-the-e.\e<;uii\'fc-liopefe- 
you'U-all-comc'" variety. Announcctnents 
of mectinj;.'^ may be left for tinj Daily at 
»ti)e Union 'J"uck.siiop. the earlier the better. 
But if you want to 'make it personal', a 
word of wnrning. The News Editor is in- 
terested priuiiiriiy in News — special treat- 
ment of a story is entrusted to him, or 
his rei)rf-.~ein,ati\f'.-, the iiijçlit -editor.'. 'J'he 
Editor-in-<;iiief deals wilii admini.-iiration, 
correspondence, editorials, and questions of 
gênerai poliiy. 'J'im Managing Editor 
look* after Notices (also the files, paste, 
paper and typewriter ribbons). The Sports 
Editor i.orrcspond.'^ to the News Editor, 
his realm being Page 3. Literary or hu- 
morous efforts should be givp,n to the Fea- 
ture Editor, and the Women's Editor su- 
.jpeiyises women's net*"s. C.U.P. Editor is

Among Victor'» topnolch t-elcBses for Nov- 
ember is a stirring performance by Emmanuel 
Feuermann and Stokowski's Philadelphia Sym> 
Vihony o( Ernc't Blorh's Hebrew rhapsody for 
cello and oivlicslra, "Si-lirloino " ' Srlirlonio" 
is one of the most interesting .«cove.s yet pro- 
duced in Ihi.'i orntinv. featuring colourful and 
exotic Oriental melody, brilliantly orcheslratcd 
to heighten the massive tonal effects that are 
here strikingly achieved. 

Feuermann's almost-legcnd.nry mastery of 
his instrument is nevei more convincingly dis- 
played than in thr.^o five siiios. wliri-e tlioio 
is no pretense of >niderpl.iyinK the .'olo role. 
Stokowski's orchestra is siKrctacular and splen- 
didly conceived. One feels that hia sugary 
treatment is quite appropriate— but the same 
treatment applied to nnch falls scarcely short 
of Philistinism 

Like most flul.iiiolplii.T distis, ".Sdirlomo" 
is repmlured as vividly as one could ask (or. 

Jose Iturbi's recording of Mcndcl.ssohn's 
"Scotch" Symphony at the head of the Roch- 
ester Philharmonic Orchestra is a far cry from 
the orchestral virtuosity one h-is como to ex- 
pect of llic riiil.Tileli-ilii.Tn.':. The liiRllnie s\iRV- 
ity and polish are lackniR. the snprrb control 
that IS the hall mark of ki'ciI ciL^cinblos i.< not 
their. Instead you have what is on the whole 
a fresh and youthful approach to a symphony, 
which is far from the composer's best work. 
Bom of the same inspiration that produced 
"FingaVs Cave," you find echoes of that over- 
ture in the first movement. 

The fiddling is so lush in spots .-(s to nwke 
you forget the occa.<iional gro.ssncss in the 
winds. But the third movement comes off far 
the worst of the four, due to its inherent mus- 
ical barrenness— a fact which causes the men 
to play as uninspircdly as tltcy know how. 
Technically, the wax reproduction is good.

Radio Drama 

Dramatic sketches are more numerous on 
the radio than even news broadcasts. And the 
variety .-emurkable. You can "near every- 
thing Iro.Ti "Ma Perkins" and "Backstage Wife" 
to adaptations of Shakespeare and Molière. 

But very few are worth hearing. Most of 
them obviously feel out of place. They belong 
to the stage or iht screen. They are presented 
over the air because their names are famous. 
[ Very little attempt is made to meet the special 
requirements of radio, other than the dove- 
tailing into a set period of time. Too great a 
number are concentrated drivel, dealing in the 
most childish ways with the most inane things.

l^et the possibilities of radio are perhaps 

; greater than those of the stage or the screen. 

The stage is limited in locale. Quick 
changes of scene are Impossible. Solilo<:uics 
rarely look natural. And to create illusion is 
exceedingly difficult: characters cannot dis- 
appear convincingly or fly or become larger 
and smaller. Though stage drama is a great 
art form, it ha." definite Jitnilationï. 

Almost anytiiing can be done on tin- scrccii, 
but here again there are restrictions. Tlieor- 
etically almost everything could be done, but 
the fact is that very little gets done. A mo- 
tion picture costs hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to produce, and very few risks can be 
takcii. S'j llitil wiiijt /id.'- Ijijfii ( (■.•-sfijl Diice 
it tried «jvcr and ovc-i- agai/i. Steps forward 
are taken from time to time, but progress is 
exccptionaiiy slow. 

Radio drama, on the other hand, is com- 
paratively easy to produce, it requires lilile 
time and relaUvcly little money. F.xjjcriments 
may be indulged in without vejy ;nucli trouble. 
If the experiment is uniuctesfuJ, no more is 
lost than half an hour of radio time and sal- 
aries for the actors, which, except for some 
much-touted stars of the screen, are not ex- 
cessive. 

There is no limitation in Ihc listener's being 
unable lo i>tc liie acloi>, but rather an oppor- 
tunity for unrthlriilcd iiarralivc. Anything 
can happen'; characters can fly; they can grow 
larger and sniaUer; inner voices can speak and 
may cvc-n constitute a whole drama; unlimil^ 
ed jumping about in time and locale is pos- 
sible,

Today Arch Oboler stands supreme u/nongst 

radio dramalistï. He has been /eaikiily ex- 
perimenting, having written some tlute hun- 
dred pluyf. As a result his technique if now 
remarkable. Through experience ho hos 
learned the limitations and the possibilities of 
radio drama, and he knov« precisely what lo 
do and v.-lun and lunv to do it.

Another play is biographical, telling Ihe 
sloiy nf Madame von Meek and Tschaikovsky:

donl as it occinrrH; .ts she recalls his lotlers, 
a m.ile voice rends, and you CTiinol help see- 
ing a leller before you. 

Another play is lieaulifully romnntic: a 
man, unquestionably the ugliest In the world, 
works for a time in a circus, movea Into the 
mountains lo escape stares and Inunis; n 
licaullful girl reRularly rides by on horsebnck 
from a rrsorl several miles away; he wnlclie.s 
her from a liill on the nlhri sliln of the woiid; 
one day she unexprcteilly i Iclcs on the hill; 
she has never seen hlin, iind doesn't see lilni 
now, but the horse senses his presence,- rears, 
mid throwK her: she is hurl badly, losing con- 
sciousness; ho carries her In the resnri, nml 
finds that she has been blinded; ho helps her 
convalesce, and thoy become great friends, for 
he Is truly Intelligent, with an extraordinary 
character; one day tho doctor says sho will 
regain her ej^sighl in n few days; he dlsap- 
|iears; next he is In a dark room, trying to get 
enough courage lo pull the trigger of a gun 
pointed at his he.id; she ru,Mies In, slops him, 
and lells liiin she suspected all along that he 
was not handsome; that ugliness did not mean 
n thing so long as he lo\'cd her and she loved 
him.

And all Uie plays show an cxtraordlnnrlly 
facile use of materials. A voice says n few 
words and iinnie<ii.ilrly ii diameter is ^\ and 
an atmosphere crenled. Sound effects arc used 
cunningly, wind being particularly effective. 
The use of inner voices is common; nnd mob 
scenes arc invariably aucccssful. Screeches 
and crashes arc only rarely used, though with 
good result Dramatic pauses arc played for 
.ill tlioy are worth. The jicllon Is fast, moving 
directly to the climax. Messages arc often 
vcr>' important, but Oboler knows how In 
dress them up. Sa>Ti he, "Vou can't force a 
message down a listener's throat, nor can you 
say, in effect: 'Students, it is now time to tnko 
your oducallon pill,' Tho inevitable reaction 
to such tactics is completely négative, fre- 
quently sl.ingy. and sometimes profane."
